Germany, tbcra baruth for.immigration such 
ni novor was lioanlof before. From the Elec- 
torate of IIosso, more (ban 110,000 persons, or 
ono thirtieth of tho populnUon, nro preparing 
fur immigration. And tlirbughout Germany, 
a tik'o anxiety is fait to got out or thuir pros- 
trntoii fatherland. Many thousands of wealthy 
pooplu, especially democrats, aro soiling out 
anil winding up their business.' As long ns 
they itill bad IIOJHJS of tlui May of 1832, they 
resolved to omluro; but slncu Louts Napoluon 
luu destroyed tho last hopes of liberty, they 
only think of settling in n froo country. In 
tho kingdom of Wirtomborg, many villages 
forward their paupers ncrou tho sen. For in- 
stance, tho littla villagu of Mnystndt pnyti 
1100 florins (34180) for getting rid, in tlii* 
way, of mom lhnn'100 pauper*. Many of this 
claw of men havo had thuir wishes and hopes 
rniacd almost to n mania. They deem it an 
"Eldorado," only to bo carried to Peru, froo 
of cost, on condition of serving thura aorao 
yean na workingmon. For worao situated 
than they aro at homo, they fuel lltoy cannot 
bo. To bettor thoir condition is their desire 
anil hopo. 'Xlitiro aro, no doubt, tnora than 
two hundred thousand Germans, of all classes 
mid conditions, who will immigrate this year. 
Somo arc to go to Pom, others to Draxil, but 
fir tho larger portion will start Tor the United 
Slates. 


Now, it would bo well for our State to look 


out for tho coming tidu. Thura aro land and 
lots enough hero far a good many of them, and 
our Legislature ought to speed somewhat tho 
appointment of an Agont of Immigration at 
New York. Otherwise our share of this im- 
migration, and consequent souruo of busine**, 
might bo interrupted again by''Michigan and 
Iowa.

That is tho great question of 
Southern men ; and if it is to bo pressed upon 
this government—and I think it ought not to 
be—then it is tha great question for Northern 
men.

Federal anil n Democratic issue I What !i the 
Federal issue ? That, tho Federal Govern* 
mcnt bo forced day after day, ta tako more 
nnd inoro interest in tho subject of Slavery 
nnd to interfuro more and moro with it, by at 
ono time nmkingVfugUive slava law la compel 
all of my constituents lo bo Iho calabers of 
runaway negroes, which is repugnant la my 
people. That- da not like it. Or, by an ar- 
rangement which they say is constitutional, 
and to givu Iho great capitalists of tho North 
an opportunity la raise an amount sudicicn,! 
fur tho c>!gonoy, cilhur by lakjng tha lands, 
or making a great national Icun, to build up 
a great nation.*! debt, greater titan that of 
Great llritniu, which they woujd delight tq 
do, ta buy up the negroes of Jbu South. This 
ii tha FudcralJMuc.
